•nd whose beett has not wrung with anguish; But unlen wtewiib something; to Mitigate the 
ci4l, w bet profit wHl it be to tol low in the wake of this » valanch or crime and misery, sod mourn 
orer its wide spread wins; the profc»«d objects of temperance are let To prevent men from 
becoming drunkarda.

The wiae man telle ua that ebihlr-Hi should he trained up in the way they should go. and when 
tbey get old fee? will not depart from it. We ere aoweJ beings, and creature* of habit and im- 
itation. Oar characters and habits am formed from surrounding object* and circumstances. II 
those with whom we associate do not conform to oar habits and customs, we win eowform to 
theirs. And hence a man's character may be known by the company he keen* There if no 
period of our lives entirely free from the power & influence of association, but the time et which 
our character and habits are*mest susceptaHe is when they are in process of formation, habits 
ai d association formed ih after lite may be broken off any forgotten, but those formed in early 
he ere apt ever af.ertb be followed and cherished. They sometime* become a second nature 
and a part and parcel of ourselves. And there is no habit in which this » "wre true, than that 
of an interoreiate useof ardent spirits. This Habit has a peculiarly strange unaccountable pow- 
er over its victims. The youth who is raised to habits of disi nation in man h oo d is a fit object 
lor all the haunts of crime and mischief. 

But there is an influence more dau^rous possibly than this. The -street drunkard who makes 
a brute of himself tarries a moral and a warning about him. and we turn iu loathing trom the 
sight. It is the men of wealth, and position who st; la themselves moderate drinkert, who give 
currency and respectability to this practice. Theyfsay that they are able to govern themselves 
and that others can do the same, and tbnt there is no harm in t*ki«% rt in moderation While 
this may be true of a few, it w a delusion with many. All who have ever become dronttnrds, 
have once been moderate drinkers, andjevery drunkard's grave is a sad commentary oa this delu- 
sion. . ' 

Of gll'the forms that Intemperance lassomes, there is none more danger jus than the moderate 
and fashionable drinker: This is the first step towards drunkenness. Among these formidable en- 
emies of temperance may he found, church member, the deacon, and sometimes the Elder, latk 
1o them about artnperniice society, and tbey toll you that they are members of the church, and 
that that is a good enough temperance society for them. With snch characters amongst us. It is 
rot strange that the young should grow up with habits of idleness, and dissipation. Children 
are much more apt toimmitate bad than good examples, and more apt to immitate parents than 
Ihy others, and hence the importance of setting good examples on this subject. We are apt to 
overrate our poweis to overcome temptations but there is no subject" upon which this is more 
true than intemperance.

Atteiwhath.8 been said above, your committee cannot give much encouragement as to the 
reioimation ol the drunken. Of all bad .practices, there are -tew, if *njr,so hard to leave off, as 
tliehabitof intemperance, but associated efloit has done much for the time being to reform the 
diunkeu,««id in some instances has entirely reclaimed them. The unfortunate victim of intern • 
pet ante i* alike a subject ot study lor the philosopher, awl of sympathy for the phylanthropist. 
His life is made up ol mazy intemperance, * broken resolutions of reformation. He cannot re- 
lorm by himself. But a kind word, a gentle encouragement, and a warm expression of sympathy 
may do much to strengthen him in his resolutions.

Baptists are Trinitarians. We believe -that there are ttfree divine persons in 
the Godhead; the Father, the Son, and the Holy Spirit: and that these three person are the om 
only true and living God. The«e three are distinct in personality; equal in divinity, coeval in 
existence, and coequal in the work of man's redemption. This is our truly scriptural theory 
but do we really believe it? Do we practically illustrate our confidence and divine admiration 
equally in the eternal three. For instance, there is perhaps, a secret tendenoy in us to a par- 
tiality in our estimate of the cost of -redemption, as between the Fsfther.and the Son. So wont 
are we, to fix our admiring gaze upon the incarnate son of God who for us yielded up his .life to 
the death of the cross, that we forget the stupendous and animating truth that all the love grace 
and wisdom which appear to conspicuous and resplendent is the work of salvation, havetneir 
fountain head in the heart«of God the Father.

.the Fathers bosom from alt eternity found an outlet through the riven bosom of his deir Son. 
So that whatever Christ -d id was a manifestation of the pleasure and design of the Father. 
Henee, an qpoetle says,'- In this was manifested the love of God towards us, because tnat Gil 
seat his only begotten Son into the world, that we might live in him; " and Chribt said, -'The 
Father who dwelleth in me, he doeth the works." Oil the other hand, while we thus admire * 
Christ & his work, it is not impossible that we forget hts divinity, & view the Redeemer rather 
as a good man, or in the character of an angel, not remembering .that inspiration declares him 
to be u The Mignty Gcd " — " Equal witb'God, » and the Father himself said, " Let ah" the^en- 
.gels of God worship him." But we will come to the subject of this circular. 

May it not be feared that even amid the theoretical soundness and evangelical light whieh 
seem to characterize the middle ef our century, we are not sufficiently taught in the true char- 
acter of the Holy Spirit; and are too forgetful of his interest and offices in carry iag out the scheme 
of salvation revealed to fallen man? Bo wefinour religious life as christians— in our sermons—in 
our exhortations— in our prayers— in ail devotional exercises honor the Spirit as we should? That 
we may have more exalted conceptions of the relation he sustains to the Godhead-to the work 
of man's redemption, and better <viewsofthe dependence of our own happiness on him, let us 
consider him first, in his Personality-, Secondly, in his Divinity; Thirdly, ia his Agency, 
Fourthly, the necessity for our constant and familiar communion with him. 

The holy Spirit is a real and distint person m the eternal God Head. Unitarians deny the dis- 
tinct personality of the Holy Spirit, and contend that whatever is claimed as the work of the 
'Spirit by Trinitarians, u is only a divine influence." "or a manifestation of the will of God 
through the exercise of eeme one of his attributes." We shall maintain his personal existence- 
upon the following consideration: 

1st, A distinct personal existence is certainly ascribed to the Spirit in that remarkable pas- 
sage of the Savior's language wherein he says. 'Whosoever shall speaks a word against the 
ton of man, it shall be forgiven him ;- but unto him that bWphem«*th against the Holy Spirit, it 
*hall not be forgiven. Luke, 12—10. And notice that passage recorded by John as follows, There 
are three that bear .record in heaven, Che Father, the Word; and the Holy Spirit; and these three 
are one. 1 John, 5 — 7. Every reader will discover at a glance, that, in these passages the Spir- 
it is represented as a distinct person as plainly as are the Father and Son. 

2nd, Personal powers of rational will and understanding are attributed to 'him. Paul says, 
The Spirt searcheth all tt ings,yea, the deep things of God . For what man knoweth the things 
•of man save the Spirit of man which is in him? even so the things of God knoweth no man, 
but the Spirit ot God. Now we have received, not the Spirit of the world, but the Spirit which 
is of God; that we mi*ht know the thing* that are freely given to us of God. Which things 
also we speak, not in tie words which man's wisdom teacheth, but which the Holy Spirit 
.teacheth: Comparing spiritual things with Spiritual. 1. Cor 10—13 Let as examine this pae-

The regenerating and-sanctifying influence of this Divine person, 
u hereby we are made saints, is cf vast importance to the children of God. yea, and ol lm- 
iwrtaace to the worldof einnera; and therefore, if possible should be rightly understood. We 
will perhaps better understand this divine agency, if examined in the following order. _ .

The re- 
sult of such a doctrine, if carried to the point of its legitimate tendency, is, to sap the foundation of 
ihe believer's faith, and destroy his confidence in tne wpi k of the Holy Spirit. God's seal is not 
water, nor bread, nor wine, but the Holy Spirit, whereby our regeneration, conveiaion and sanc- 
tification arejsealed unto the day of redemption. ■ ,

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The special Committee to whom was refered the Report of the Board of Managers of 
the Baptist Male High-School", with instructions to consider the relation which the 
School sustains to the association, here eowdered thasubject « folly as limited time 
and other engagements have permitted and herewith submit the result of their examina- 
tions and investigations. ' - { fyjd fjr jh. s.vdto^i 

At the session of the association in 1851 a resolution was adopted recommending the 
establishment of a Baptist Male high school, and a Board of Managers was selected 
with full authority to carry the resolution into execution. The Board soon after organ- 



ised and under a law in the "Code" had themselves incorporated subsequently at the 




perpetuity and was deemed more adviseable than to have the association made a corpo- 
rate body. The managers have no personal interest in the property and restricted to its 
management and disposition, to the one sole purpose of building up and sustaining an 
educational institute. •>"».. 

By the existing act of incorporation, the Directors 511 vacancies' in their body as they 
occur, but are required to report the appointment to the association, which has power to 
refuse a confirmation in order io secure a more direct influence and enlist more actively 
the sympathy and cooperation of the association and the personal solicitude of the Bap- 
tists of this section, a change in the mode of election is so advised as to make the tenare 
of office of a Director four years, the time of service of one expiring every year, and the 
association filling tho vacancies. — The Directors, whose term expires are not by this ar- 
rangement to be considered ineligible. Your Committee a -e of the opinion that such 
a change will remove some dissatisfaction thac now exists in the minds of good and con- 
scientious brethren. — *A -V 

The suggestion made in the report with reference to the erection of a Boarding house, 
meets the hearty concurence ol your committee. The arguments in favor oHhis are 
manifold.— 

1st The Physical, Intellectual, and moral training of youth depends in a great meas- 
ure, on the place and families in which they board; scattered over towns and in families 
that feel no special interest either in students or in the Institution.— without any regu- 
lar habits of exercise and study, it is not astonishing that so many young men disappoint 
the expectations of their friends. A properly regulated boarding house would obwate 
these difficulties. g 

2nd B is essential to the success of tits enterprise. This becomes evident when we 
consider the fact that there are not families enough who will take boarders to entertain 
any considerable number of students. The question is shall the noble enterprise to 
which $25,000 have already been contributed faU for want of a boarding house which 
would cost but a svtj trifling sum. 

We might offer other arguments, but we forbear to present them now, . 

It is therefore in the opinion of the committee desirable thai the hoard should take such 
steps as may be necessary to carry out the suggestions contained in their report. 

The Committee submit the following resolutions. 

Resolved, That the Board be instructed to apply to the next general assembly for such 
a modification of the act of incorporation as will carry out the recommendations of this 
report in referense to the election k tenure of office of the Directors.
